OVER DEFENSE 
Prior to its August recess, the new Senate Budget 
Committee, chaired by Edmund Muskie, the rejected 
presidential candidate with a strong tendency to weep on 
platforms, blocked Senate action authorizing the Pen­ 
tagon to spend $25.8 billion for weapons research, 
development and procurement during the current fiscal 
year. The action was stunning, especially since the 
amount in question was a compromise between Senate 
and House figures and had already been approved by 
conferees of those bodies after long and thorough 
deliberations. 
A sobering lesson to learn from the Committee’s action 
is that anti-defense forces on Capitol Hill are willing to 
use any and every method to weaken the country. Not 
content with pruning fat from the military budget, these 
lawmakers are determined to pare muscle as well — 
even as Soviet military capability grows apace by every 
account. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater (R.-Ariz.) recently put defense 
spending in perspective. 
“ In constant dollars, the 
defense budget not only is lower today than the peak 
years of World War II, the Korean War, or the Vietnam 
War, it is also lower than any peacetime year since the 
Korean War,” he says. “ ...Nothing is more dangerously 
false than to say that the Pentagon is ‘devouring’ the 
federal budget. Americans should know that they are 
buying too little national security while wasting more 
and more tax dollars on ineffective domestic programs. 
The defense budget, far from being out of Congress’ 
control, has been cut by more than a third in real terms 
since 1968. Our defense effort is steadily weakening while 
the Soviet effort steadily grows.” 
Some facts about the U.S. defense budget: only about 
30 per cent goes for military weapons and other hard­ 
ware that really determine relative American strength 
vis-a-vis the USSR; the other 70 per cent is earmarked 
for salaries and other costs. Americans spent more on 
liquor, candy, cosmetics, and entertainment last year 
than on their entire defense establishment. 
How much defense spending is enough? As much as 
necessary to assure the protection of the U.S.A. and the 
fulfillment of its foreign commitments. Public opinion 
polls indicate time and again that our citizens are willing 
to pay for an adequate defense. Now is the time for 
Congress to reflect that sentiment. And if Senator Muskie 
has further ambitions for reaching the White House, he 
would be well advised to start advocating policies which 
are clearly favored by the majority of Americans.

Center. 
In addition to the president, 
the Senator’s widow, Majority

Mansfield 
(D- 
Mont ), and Senator Dirksen’s 
son-in-law—Sen. Howard Baker 
(R-Tenn.)—few 
among the 
official guests recalled the 1965 
fight 
better 
than Maurice 
Carroll, 
Natick, 
Mass., and 
Harold Ketelhut, Freeport, 111., 
two of the rank-and-file union 
members who worked hand-in- 
hand with the late Senator to 
preserve Section 14(b) of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. For them, like 
the gravelly voiced Senator, the 
struggle to preserve Section 
14( (b) was a matter of principle. 
It was a battle that cost Carroll, 
then 
an 
officer 
of 
the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad 
Trainmen, his job-because he 
was thrown out of the union for 
bucking the union hierarchy, 
and only union members were 
permitted to work for his em­ 
ployer at the time, the New 
Haven Railroad.

purchases of American grain 
are more the fault of economic 
managers in Moscow rather than 
the peasants on drought-hit 
farms. 
That is the opinion of Western 
agricultural 
specialists 
who 
insist that, even in dry years 
such as 1975, the Soviet Union 
could be exporting grain instead 
of buying it, if only the country 
made proper use of its farms 
and farmers. 
Althouugh Russia is one of the 
world’s biggest farming nations, 
it is not naturally blessed with 
great 
agricultural 
riches. 
Except of the Ukraine and parts 
of Belorussia, neither climate 
nor soil compare with the U.S., 
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W estern 
Europe, 
or 
even 
Canada, 
which 
shares 
with 
Russia the disadvantage of a 
far-northern location. 
Rainfall 
is 
undependable, 
growing seasons are short, and 
soil is relatively poor. But none 
of these natural shortcomings 
are nearly as crippling as “the 
system--rigid planning and inept 
management 
that 
hamstring 
Soviet farming all the way from 
making decisions on what and 
when to plant to getting crops 
harvested and stored. 
James N. Wallace, chief of 
USN&WR bureau in Russia who 
has 
traveled 
extensively 
through 
Soviet 
farm lands, 
reports that this year’s grain 
crop may total only 185 million 
metric tons, 30 million tons 
below planners’ targets and 
even 
less 
than 
last year’s 
disappointing harvest. To see 
why this has happened, take a 
look at how Soviet farms operate 
in good weather and bad. 
Collective 
and 
state-farm 
managers spend far more time 
receiving directives and sending 
reports than organizing field 
work. The Communist party 
newspaper, Pravda, recently 
reported 
the 
plight 
of 
a 
collective-farm chairman who 
received nearly 800 directives 
just by telephohe so far this 
year. 
The 
paperwork 
river 
widens and deepens as it flows 
through district and provincial 
offices toward Moscow. 
Mechanization is supposed to 
solve 
R ussia’s 
farm -labor 
shortage, yet in peak planting 
and harvest seasons, as many as 
one third of all machines in a 
district may be standing idle 
because there are no spare 
parts. 
Central 
planners are 
acutely aware of the need for 


spares yet the management 
system seems unable to match 
up parts with the machines that 
need them. 
There have been numerous 
efforts to make Soviet farming 
more efficient, but there is no 
thought 
about 
abandoning 
collectivized agriculture. That 
would be a politically unac­ 
ceptable break with the Com­ 
munist philosophy and with the 
still enduring Stalinist system 
that ensures central control of 
Soviet society. 
Even this year, the Soviet 
Union could feed its 254 million 
people without buying foreign 
grain. But it would mean an 
even 
drearier 
diet 
for 
its 
citizens. A high percentage of 
current buying is feed grain, 
which will be used to maintain 
or increase meat supplies, a key 
part of Communist Party chief 
leonid Brezhnev’s promise of a 
better life for Soviet consumers. 
Many livestock herds were 
killed off after 1972’s near- 
disastrous harvest, and Soviet 
planners do not want the same 
thing to happen again. 
This 
year’s 
foreign 
grain 
evidently is being paid for by 
increases sales of gold and 
diamonds, and through short­ 
term commercial credits. 
Soviet 
agricultural 
in­ 
vestment still is increasing but 
Western analysts expect the 
rate to drop significantly in the 
five-year economic plan starting 
in 1976. The Soviet plan now is to 
expand irrigation and fertilizer 
use so adverse weather will 
have less impact on harvests. 
This is why Moscow would 
rather 
be 
buying 
chemical 
plants and farm technology 
from the U.S. instead of grain. 
But with the Russian system 
continuing 
to 
hobble 
the 
peasants, Kremlin traders are 
likely to continue regular buyers 
from the American granary.

WASHINGTON - The U. S. 
has delivered a secret pledge to 
Israel that goes far beyond the 
$2.3 
billion 
in 
military aid 
promised for 1976. 
We have examined the secret 
accords, which promise “ to 
continue to maintain Israel’s 
defensive strength through the 
supply of advanced types of 
equipment.” 
No only in 1976 but each year 
thereafter, the U.S. government 
will ask Congress "for military 
and economic assistance in 
order to help meet Israel’s 
economic and military needs.’.’ 
Experts who have studied the 
secret language claim it is more 
binding even than the SEATO 
agreement, which drew the U.S. 
into the Vietnam War. 
Specifically, 
the 
U.S. 
promises to supply Israel with 
such advanced weapons as the 
Pershing 
gound-to-ground 
missiles and F-16 fighters. 
The Pershing missiles are 
designed 
to 
hurl 
nuclear 
warheads, although the secret 
agreement carefully stipulates 
that Israel will get only missiles 
“with conventional warheads.” 
Nevertheless, the implication, 
according to our sources, is that 
the Israelis will be able to attach 
their own nuclear warheads. 
The F-16 is America’s latest 
superfighter, which hasn’t even 
gone into production yet. 
Both weapons are mentioned 
in a separate, secret assurance 
to Israel. “The United States 
Government agrees to an early 
meeting,” 
it 
stipulates, 
“to 
undertake a joint study of high 
technology 
and sophisticated 
items ... with the view to giving 
a positive response. ” 
From the secret accords, 
here are additional pledges that

- Within the limits of its

- The Administration agreed 
to ask Congress to put up money 
for a four-year project “for the 
construction and stocking" of 
Israeli oil reserves, “bringing 
storage reserve capacity and

THE FIRST TIME* 
WASHINGTON - There is a 
book that has just come out 
called “The First Time” which 
is a collection of 28 confessions 
of various people as to the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding their 
first sexual encounter. It has 
caused quite a stir because the 
people interviewed include Dr. 
Spock, Mae West, Liberace and 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth.

I thought I 
would be one of two or three 
hundred people who would share 
their experiences in some very 
scientific scholarly work which 
would be printed by the Oxford 
University Press or the Ford 
Foundation. 
So I agreed. Mr. Fleming 
came with his tape recorder, 
and I told all. For those who 
have no intention of buying this 
kind of book, the lady respon­ 
sible for my downfall was a 
chambermaid in a Long Beach, 
Long Island, hotel where I 
worked as a bellboy at the age of 
15. 
She 
seduced 
me 
with 
promises of clean sheets and 
clean 
towels 
which

management was very reluctant 
to supply the underpaid help. 
She didn’t even say to me, as 
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Deborah Kerr said tenderly in 
"Tea and Sympathy” after she 
went to bed wit hthe young man, 
“When you think of this in future 
years, and you will, young man, 
be kind.” The only thing I recall 
the chambermaid saying was, 
“Well, back to work.” 
But that is neither here nor 
there. The point is that after I 
filled up Mr. Fleming’s tape 
recorder I thought nothing more 
of it until I went to the National 
Book Sellers Convention in New 
York. There, blown up larger 
than a picture of Mao Tse-tung, 
was the cover of “The First 
Time’’ 
which 
Simon 
and 
Schuster told every book seller 
was going to be the hit of the 
Christmas season. 
I was furious, not at Fleming 
but at myself. I never realized 
that there was any literary 
value in how I lost my virginity. 
Had I known that anyone was 
willing to pay for it, I would have 
written it myself for Family 
Circle, 
McCalls’s or Ladies 
Home Journal. No writer in his 
right mind should give away 
something 
like 
“The 
First 
Time” because it can only be 
published once. I had bared my 
soul, and now Fleming was 
going to get rich on it. 
I called my agent and said, 
“Do you think anybody would 
like to buy the rights to “The 
Second Time?” It’s a much 
better story, because then I 
wasn’t so nervous.” 
My agent called back a few 
days later and said, “ No one is 
interested in your second time 
or your third time or your 100th 
time. Why the devil did you give 
away your first time?” 
“I’ll be honest with you. I 
didn’t think it was that im­ 
portant.” 
Well, I guess there is no sense 
crying over a lost childhood. My 
main concern now is that the 
book will probably be sold to 
movies, and they might cast it 
wrong. If I have anything to agy 
about it, I’m going to insist that I 
play myself, and that Elizabeth 
Taylor gets the role of the 
chambermaid.

Bureau Federation are upset 
about President Ford’s refusal 
to order an immediate end of 
his embargo of grain sales to 
the Soviet Union. 
William J. Kuhfuss, president 


of the federation, said Monday 
that he was “ not pleased” by 
Ford’s refusal and that farmers 
stand to lose valuable export 
sales. Other countries tend to 
see trade embargos as evidence 
of the United States is not a re­ 
liable supplier of farm com­ 
modities, he said. 
Kuhfuss and other federation 


officials met for 45 minutes 
with Ford in an effort to per­ 
suade the President to end the 
sales ban to the Soviet Union. 
The 
meeting resulted 
from 


Ford’s announcement a week 
ago that a moratorium on sales 
to Russia would continue until 
Mid-October. 
Ford also sent a U.S. team to 


Moscow in hopes of obtaining a 
long-term 
purchase 
com­ 
mitment aimed at eliminating 
the impact of sudden, large 
grain sales which have been 
the pattern. 
Kuhfuss, whose organization 


favors free trade and minimal 
government involvement in ag­ 
riculture, said he did not object 
to trade agreements as long as 
those were made with foreign 
buyers by farmers and private 
industry. 
The federation also believes 


farmers were given shoddy 
treatment by not being included 
in the recent round of White 
House talks with labor leaders 
which led to the current nego­ 
tiations in Moscow. 
“ I am certain that most 


farmers feel that they are 
being used as political and dip­ 
lomatic pawns by the maritime 
unions, the AFL-CIO and the 
U.S. State Department in the 
negotiations being carried on 
with the Soviet Union,” Kuh­ 
fuss told a news conference. 
Ford announced the grain 


sales suspension last week after 
a meeting with AFL-CIO Presi­ 
dent George Meany and mari­ 
time leaders who had pledged 
to boycott ship loadings if 
American consumer interests 
were not protected. The union 
leaders said they would contin­ 
ue loading ships until mid-Octo­ 
ber. 
“ It is essential that the public 


understand that the motive of 
the union leaders in ordering 
this boycott is not concern for 
food prices ... but an insistence 
on a maritime cargo preference 
agreement with increased sub­ 
sidies to be paid by American 
taxpayers,” Kuhfuss said. 
Kuhfuss said it was a “ gross 


insult” for farmers to have 
been excluded from discussions 
leading to Ford’s dispatch of 
negotiators to Moscow. He said 
that his organization “ vigor­ 


ously opposes’’ an apparent 
trend to state trading or gov- 
ernment-to-government 
deal­ 
ings in commodities. 


The Soviet Union bought 9.8 
million metric tons of wheat, 
corn and barley from U.S. com­ 
panies in July, leading to the 
complaints by the maritime un­ 
ions, intermittent ship loading 
boycotts and finally the show 
down between Meany and Ford. 
Russia wants to buy additional 
grain, perhaps another 8 mil­ 
lion tons or so from the United 
States, to make up drought-re­ 
duced harvests of its own. 


According to Agriculture De­ 
partment 
experts, 
farmers 
have record crops of wheat and 
corn practically in the bin, 
enough to meet export orders 
and still leave a modest buildup 
of U.S. reserves. Kuhfuss said 
he shared that view. 
Asked about a possibility that 


negotiators may be able to 
swing a deal in which U.S. 
grain would be traded for So­ 
viet oil, Kuhfuss said grain 
shbuld be left to grain traders 
and oil to oil traders. 
Despite Ford’s refusal to re­ 
move the grain sales ban im­ 
mediately, Kuhfuss said he left 
the meeting with an impression 
that Ford “ had not altered his 
basic position” in support of 
free enterprise and the market 
oriented structure the feder­ 
ation wants to see prevail.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Top 
officials of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation are upset 
about President Ford’s refusal 
to order an immediate end of 
his embargo of grain sales to 
the Soviet Union. 
William J. Kuhfuss, president 
of the federation, said Monday 
that he was “not pleased” by 
Ford’s refusal and that farmers 
stand to lose valuable export 
sales. Other countries tend to 
see trade embargos as evidence 
of the United States is not a re­ 
liable supplier of farm com­ 
modities, he said. 
Kuhfuss and other federation 
officials met for 45 minutes 
with Ford in an effort to per­ 
suade the President to end the 
sales ban to the Soviet Union. 
The 
meeting 
resulted 
from 
Ford’s announcement a week 
ago that a moratorium on sales 
to Russia would continue until 
Mid-October. 
Ford also sent a U.S. team to 
Moscow in hopes of obtaining a 
long-term 
purchase 
com­ 
mitment aimed at eliminating 
the impact of sudden, large 
grain sales which have been 
the pattern. 
Kuhfuss, whose organization 
favors free trade and minimal 
government involvement in ag­ 
riculture, said he did not object 
to trade agreements as long as 
those were made with foreign 
buyers by farmers and private 
industry. 
The federation also believes 
farmers 
were 
given 
shoddy 
treatment by not being included 
in the recent round of White 
House talks with labor leaders 
which led to the current nego­ 
tiations in Moscow. 
“I 
am 
certain 
that 
most 
farmers 
feel 
that 
they 
are 
being used as political and dip­ 
lomatic pawns by the maritime 
unions, the AFL-CIO and the 
U.S. State Department in the 
negotiations being carried on 
with the Soviet Union,” Kuh­ 
fuss told a news conference. 
Ford announced the grain 
sales suspension last week after 
a meeting with AFL-CIO Presi­ 
dent George Meany and mari­ 
time leaders who had pledged 
to 
boycott 
ship 
loadings 
if 
American consumer interests 
were not protected. The union 
leaders said they would contin­ 
ue loading ships until mid-Octo­ 
ber. 
“It is essential that the public 
understand that the motive of 
the union leaders in ordering 
this boycott is not concern for 
food prices ... but an insistence 
on a maritime cargo preference 
agreement with increased sub­ 
sidies to be paid by American 
taxpayers,” Kuhfuss said. 
Kuhfuss said it was a “gross 
insult” for farmers to have 
been excluded from discussions 
leading to Ford's dispatch of 
negotiators to Moscow. He said 
that his organization “vigor­ 


ously 
opposes” 
an apparent 
trend to state trading or gov- 
ernment-to-government 
deal 
ings in commodities. 


The Soviet Union bought 9.8 
million m etric tons of wheat, 
corn and barley from U.S. com ­ 
panies in July, leading to the 
complaints by the m aritim e un­ 
ions, interm ittent ship loading 
boycotts and finally the show 
down between Meany and Ford. 
Russia wants to buy additional 
grain, perhaps another 8 mil­ 
lion tons or so from the United 
States, to m ake up drought-re­ 
duced harvests of its own. 


According to Agriculture De­ 
partm ent 
experts, 
farm ers 
have record crops of wheat and 
corn practically in 
the bin, 
enough to meet export orders 
and still leave a modest buildup 
of U.S. reserves. Kuhfuss said 
he shared that view. 
Asked about a possibility that 


negotiators may 
be able to 
swing a deal in which U.S. 
grain would be traded for So­ 
viet 
oil, Kuhfuss said grain 
shbuld be left to grain traders 
and oil to oil traders. 
Despite Ford’s refusal to re­ 
move the grain sales ban im­ 
mediately, Kuhfuss said he left 
the meeting with an impression 
that Ford “had not altered his 
basic position” in support of 
free enterprise and the market 
oriented structure the feder­ 
ation wants to see prevail.

Big, fat babies 
create dangers

COLUMBIA - “A baby girl, 
hu h? 
How

“A whop p ing 9 p ou nds, 12 
ou nces

“That’s 
great. 
Congratu lations!” 
And so it goes — big babies 
are healthy babies. Or are 
they ? 
According to child health 
doctors 
at 
the 
Univ ersity 
Medical Center, nothing cou ld 
be fu rther from the tru th, if 
larger size also means ex cess 
body 
fat. 
The 
doctors, 
sp eaking recently at a sy m­ 
p osiu m on growth and feeding 
in infancy and childhood, told 
of dangerou s comp lications at 
birth for obese babies and 
offered strong ev idence that 
the ex tra baby fat may in fact 
be a life-long cu rse. 
The 
sy mp osiu m 
was 
p resented by the 
medical 
center and its Office of Con­ 
tinu ing 
Edu cation 
and 
Ex tension. 
That large babies tend to be 
healthier is p robably a stu b­ 
born 
holdov er 
from 
times 
when a stou t child was more 
likely to su rv iv e an ex istence 
dictated by the whims of 


mother’s blood, glu cose which 
diffu ses into the baby ’s own 
sy stem by way of the p lacenta. 
The baby ’s p ancreas, in an 
effort to bu rn this ex cess su gar 
u p , p rodu ce large amou nts of 
insu lin. 
“Bu t when the (u mbilical) 
cord is cu t at birth, the child 
continu es to u se this increased 
insu lin su p p ly to break down 
su gar u ntil it is damaged 
bey ond rep air,” Jones said. 
Low blood su gar babies often 
show sy mp toms of ex trem e- 
irritability , p oor feeding habits 
and ey e rolling. “Or they may 
show no sy mp toms whatsoev er 
— 
the 
most 
dangerou s 
situ ation of all,” said Jones. 
For this reason, it is general 
p rocedu re for obese babies to 
be tested for low blood-su gar 
within 30 minu tes after birth. 
If they hav e hy p ogly cemia the 
blood 
mu st 
be 
monitored 
closely and small doses of a 
sp ecial p rep aration are giv en 
u ntil all the blood-su gar and 
insu lin lev els adju st to each 
other. 
Bu t ev en when the baby is 
ou t of immediate danger, the 
p roblems don’t end. The baby 
still is obese, a resu lt of the 
former embrio’s efforts to 
store ex cess amou nts of su gar 
in fatty dep osits. 
Ex hau stiv e 
stu dies 
hav e 
shown there is an “increased 
p rop ensity ” for obese babies to 


alter 
a 
child’s 
insu lin 
p rodu ction 
p ermanently , 
creating a condition that may 
su rface later as diebetes — 
which in many cases cau sed 
the original obesity throu gh 
the mother’s diabetic con­ 
dition. 
Another 
sp eaker 
at 
the 
sy mp osiu m, Robert Jackson, 
p rofessor of child health, noted 
in a reference p ap er: “It may 
be that obesity in infancy and 
childhood insidiou sly dev elop 
into diabetes ... the du ration 
and 
degree 
of obesity 
in 
childhood and early adu lt life 
may ev en be the cau se of 
matu rity -onset 
diabetes 
in 
later life.” Jackson q u oted a 
stu dy that shows that nearly 50 
p er cent of adu lts with diabetes 
had birth weights more than 
eight and eight-tenths p ou nds. 
This is comp arativ e to an adu lt 
who weighs 300 p ou nds. 
In this way , the v iciou s cy cle 
regenerates 
itself. 
The 
mother’s diabetes indu ces the 
child’s obesity . Anx iety in the 
child can lead to ex cessiv e 
eating habits. Chronic obesity 
in the child can cau se adu lt 
diabetes. 
The dou ble-edged sword of 
obesity not only can cau se 
diabetes, bu t also can make it 
harder to control. 
“The combination of obesity 
and diabetes makes insu lin 
therap y 
difficu lt,”

serv e the a rms a nd sho ulders. 
Occa sio na lly , tissu e trau ma 
(shock) or lack of ox y gen can 
cau se death, the doctor noted. 
Jones said most obese babies 
come from mothers who are 
diabetic, a condition afflicting 
an estimated 20 million p er­ 
sons in the 
United States 
alone. Diabetes occu rs when 
insu lin is not p resent to break 
down su gars in the body . This 
| cau ses ex tremely high lev els 
1 of glu cose in the diabetic 


grow u p to be obese adu lts, 
Jones noted. 


“What most p eop le don’t 
realize is that an obese child is 
born with a greater nu mber of 
fat cells (than the normal 
child). This child will hav e 
these fat cells for the rest of his 
life, no m atter how the diet is 
controlled. When weight loss 
occu rs, the indiv idu al cells 
lose fatty su bstances, bu t the 
cells remain.” 
Doctors long hav e known 
obesity p u ts great strain on 
many organs of the body , 
esp ecially the heart, which 
mu st p u mp more blood u nder 
u nu su ally 
greater 
p ressu re 
throu gh more body tissu e. Bu t 
there is increased ev idence 
obesity 
also 
can 
cau se 
atherosclerosis in the arteries 
(mu ch like massiv e ru st bu ild­

Dr. 
Malek 
Ahmadi,

hu ge v olu mes of literatu re (on 
the su bject)” reflect the fact 
that most obese children are 
anx iou s abou t their weight 
p roblems.

While emotional p roblems 
can serv e to continu e one’s

say s, “since the enlarged fat-

loss at any early age. Bu t once 
obesity becomes a fact of life 
for the child, efforts at weigh 
loss are v eq y difficu lt. 
“Most of ou r habits, in­ 
clu ding u se of food, are formed 
early in childhood, and the 
emotional p attern of a child is 
difficu lt to change after fiv e to 
six y ears of life . . . failu re in 
treating obese adu lts confirms 
the desirability of p rop hy lax is 
(p rev ention 
of 
disease),” 
Jackson say s. 
Bu t y et another p roblem 
crop s u p : Often it is difficu lt to 
draw the line between healthy 
lev els of body fat and lev els 
that will cau se trou ble later. 
For

reason, 
Jackson 
believ es stu dies mu st be made 
to “find imp rov ed criteria” 
that define the normal range of 
body fat for healthy children, 
so “hidden” obesity can be 
diagnosed before the disorder 
is adv anced and shows itself.

between the tray s. Blocks of 
wood, or bricks or stones will 
sep arate the tray s. 


Pu t su lfu r in a clean, flat p an 
or dish, sp reading it in a smooth 
lay er not more than one-half 
inch deep . Place the dish of 
su lfu r on the grou nd in front of 
the tray s and light it. Su lfu r first 
melts and becomes brown and 
p asty -looking, then catches fire 
and bu rns with a clear blu e 
flame. 


The su lfu r box that hou ses the 
tray s may be a tight p acking box 
-or a wooden frame cov ered 
tightly with roofing p ap er or 
wallboard. It shou ld be six in­ 
ches higher than the stack of 
tray s and a foot wider to make 
room for the su lfu r p an. The box 
shou ld rest on the grou nd or 
other flat su rface on all fou r 
sides to hold the fu mes inside. At 
the box bottom, make a small 
op ening for air to get in so su lfu r 
will bu rn. A one-half inch hole in 
the box top at back creates draft 
to help su lfu r bu rn. Su lfu r ap ­ 
p les for 60 minu tes, then remov e 
the box by tilting it toward y ou 
so fu mes go away , not toward 
y ou r face. This p rev ents ey e and 
nose irritation. 
Since su lfu r mu st be u sed 


ou tside in op en air, y ou might 
consider u sing sodiu m su lfite 
dip for working indoors. Use 
three and one-third tablesp oons 
sodiu m su lfite to one gallon of 
water and soak ap p les for 15 
minu tes. 
A su lfu r-steam blanch com­ 
bination treatment may also be 
u sed This often is su ggested for 
su n dry ing. Steam blanching 
p rotects some nu trients and 
softens some fru its so they dry 
faster. Steam blanch ap p les on a 
rack cov ered with an op en mesh 
su ch as cheesecloth in a large 
kettle 
abov e 
boiling 
water. 
Cov er the kettle and steam fiv e 
minu tes, 
then su lfu r for 30 
minu tes. 
Finally , p ackage ap p les as 
soon as they are cool in tight 
containers su ch as glass jars, 
metal cans, heav y p ap er bags or 
cartons. Store them in a dry , 
cool and dark p lace. You may 
wrap clear containers in p ap er 
or p lace in box es. If weather is 
hu mid, check dried food often 
for safety . If moistu e is fou nd, 
reheat it for 15 minu tes, cool and 
reseal. 
Dried foods weigh one-twelfth 
to one-third as mu ch as the fresh 
p rodu cts so req u ire less storage 
sp ace than other forms of the 
same food.

Big, fat babies 
create dangers

COLUMBIA - “A baby girl, 
huh? 
How

“A whopping 9 pounds, 12 
ounces 
of 
cuddles 
and 
giggles.”

Congratulations!” 
And so it goes — big babies 
are healthy babies. Or are 
they? 
According to child health 
doctors 
at 
the 
University 
Medical Center, nothing could 
be further from the truth, if 
larger size also m eans excess 
body 
fat. 
The 
doctors, 
speaking recently at a sym ­ 
posium on growth and feeding 
in infancy and childhood, told 
of dangerous complications at 
birth for obese babies and 
offered strong evidence that 
the extra baby fat m ay in fact 
be a life-long curse. 
The 
symposium 
was 
presented by the 
medical 
center and its Office of Con­ 
tinuing 
E ducation 
and 
Extension. 
That large babies tend to be 
healthier is probably a stub­ 
born 
holdover 
from 
times 
when a stout child was more 
likely to survive an existence 
dictated 
by 
the 
whims of 


m other’s blood, glucose which 
diffuses into the baby’s own 
system by way of the placenta. 
The baby’s pancreas, in an 
effort to burn this excess sugar 
up, produce large amounts of 
insulin. 
“But when the (umbilical) 
cord is cut at birth, the child 
continues to use this increased 
insulin supply to break down 
sugar until it is dam aged 
beyond repair,” Jones said. 
Low blood sugar babies often 
show symptoms of extreme- 
irritability, poor feeding habits 
and eye rolling. “Or they may 
show no symptoms whatsoever 
— 
the 
most 
dangerous 
situation of all,” said Jones. 
For this reason, it is general 
procedure for obese babies to 
be tested for low blood-sugar 
within 30 minutes after birth. 
If they have hypoglycemia the 
blood 
m ust 
be 
monitored 
closely and small doses of a 
special preparation are given 
until all the blood-sugar and 
insulin levels adjust to each 
other. 
But even when the baby is 
out of immediate danger, the 
problems don’t end. The baby 
still is obese, a result of the 
former 
em brio’s 
efforts 
to 
store excess amounts of sugar 
in fatty deposits. 
Exhaustive 
studies 
have 
shown there is an “ increased 
propensity” for obese babies to 


alter 
a 
child’s 
insulin 
production 
permanently, 
creating a condition that may 
surface later as diebetes — 
which in many cases caused 
the original obesity through 
the 
m other’s 
diabetic con­ 
dition. 
Another 
speaker 
at 
the 
symposium, Robert Jackson, 
professor of child health, noted 
in a reference paper: “ It may 
be that obesity in infancy and 
childhood insidiously develop 
into diabetes ... the duration 
and 
degree 
of 
obesity 
in 
childhood and early adult life 
m ay even be the cause of 
m aturity-onset 
diabetes 
in 
later life.” Jackson quoted a 
study that shows that nearly 50 
per cent of adults with diabetes 
had birth weights more than 
eight and eight-tenths pounds. 
This is com parative to an adult 
who weighs 300 pounds 
In this way, the vicious cycle 
reg en erates 
itself. 
The 
m other’s diabetes induces the 
child’s obesity. Anxiety in the 
child can lead to excessive 
eating habits. Chronic obesity 
in the child can cause adult 
diabetes, 
The double-edged sword of 
obesity not only can cause 
diabetes, but also can make it 
harder to control. 
“The combination of obesity 
and diabetes makes insulin 
therapy 
difficult,” 
Jackson

nature — an extra layer of 
flesh could see it through hard 
times.

Occasionally, tissue traum a 
(shock) or lack of oxygen can 
cause death, the doctor noted 
Jones said most obese babies 
come from mothers who are 
diabetic, a condition afflicting

alone. Diabetes occurs when 
insulin is not present to break 
down sugars in the body. This 
causes extrem ely high levels 
of glucose in the diabetic 


grow up to be obese adults, 
Jones noted. 


“What most people don’t 
realize is that an obese child is 
born with a greater number of 
fat cells 
(than the normal 
child). This child will have 
these fat cells for the rest of his 
life, no m atter how the diet is 
controlled When weight loss 
occurs, the individual cells 
lose fatty substances, but the 
cells rem ain.” 
Doctors long have known 
obesity puts great strain on 
many organs of the body, 
especially the heart, which 
must pump more blood under 
unusually 
greater 
pressure 
through more body tissue. But 
there is increased evidence 
obesity

cause 
atherosclerosis in the arteries 
(much like massive rust build­ 
ups in pipes), stroke, blindness

While emotional problems 
can serve to continue one’s

between the two problems has 
accelerated 
effort

loss at any early age. But once 
obesity becomes a fact of life 
for the child, efforts at weigh 
loss are veqy difficult. 
“ Most of our habits, in­ 
cluding use of food, are formed 
early in childhood, and the 
emotional pattern of a child is 
difficult to change after five to 
six years of life . . . failure in 
treating obese adults confirms 
the desirability of prophylaxis 
(prevention 
of 
disease),” 
Jackson says. 
But yet another problem 
crops up: Often it is difficult to 
draw the line between healthy 
levels of body fat and levels 
that will cause trouble later. 
For 
this 
reason, 
Jackson 
believes studies must be made 
to “ find improved criteria” 
that define the normal range of 
body fat for healthy children, 
so “ hidden” obesity can be 
diagnosed before the disorder 
is advanced and shows itself. 
As with most other health 
problems, the medical com­ 
munity 
is 
not 
in 
total 
agreem ent as to exactly how 
obesity and diabetic problems 
should be attacked. But all the 
doctors 
speaking

symposium did agree with 
Jackson’s view that it is a 
“ tremendous 
disadvantage” 
to be born fat.

Sulfur treatment preserves 
fall’s varieties of apples

Although many home canners 
are concerned about the canning 
lid shortage, they need not give 
up on preserving crops or the 
good buys on fresh fruits and 
vegetables. 
There 
are 
economical 
alternatives 
to 
canning such as drying. 
Among plentiful fruit 
and 
vegetables 
now 
ready 
for 
preserving are apples. Select 
fall varieties that are good for 
desserts or cooking such as 
Jonathans or Delicious Wash, 
peel, core and cut them into 
slices or rings about one-eighth 
inch thick. Drop slices into a 
strong ascorbic acid solution. 
You may then treat them with a 
steam-blanch 
and 
sulfur 
combination or a sodium sulfite 
dip. 
M easure 
one 
and one-half 
teaspoons ascorbic add nto one 
cup w ater. (For most other 
fruits, one teaspoon of ascorbic 
acid per cup of w ater is enough.) 
Although they are not as good as 
ascorbic 
acid, 
commercial 
powders keep fruit from tur­ 
ning brown. Follow box direc­ 
tions for “ fresh cut fruit.” One 
cup of this mixture will treat 
aboutfive quarts of cut fruit. 
A sulfur treatm ent protects 
the fruit’s color and flavor for a 
longer tim e than other treat­ 
ments. It also helps keep insects 
off, 
prevents 
souring 
and 
protects Vitamins A and C. 
When using sulfur, m easure one 
teaspoon for each pound of 
peeled and sliced fruit. (Four 
cups 
of 
apples 
equals 
one 
pound.) 
A two-ounce box of 


sulfur is enough for 16 to 18 
pounds of fruit. 
When using sulfur treatm ent, 
work outdoors. Place fruit on 
wooden 
trays, 
wood 
strips, 
matting or cloth, stacking trays

Finally, package apples as 
soon as they are cool in tight 
containers such as glass jars, 
metal cans, heavy paper bags or 
cartons. Store them in a dry, 
cool and dark place. You may 
<vrap clear containers in paper 
or place in boxes. If weather is 
humid, check dried food often 
for safety. If moistue is found, 
reheat it for 15 minutes, cool and 
reseal. 
Dried foods weigh one-twelfth 
to one-third as much as the fresh 
products so require less storage 
space than other forms of the 
same food.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service has announced its 
framework regulations for states to determine 1975-1976 waterfowl hunting seasons, 
including the opening of snow goose hunting in the Atlantic Flyway for the first time 
since 1931. 
The framework regulations give the states a variety of options for setting hunting 
seasons and limits. 
In general, they allow the states to split their seasons for ducks and geese and require 
that shooting hours in all states, on all species, may not begin earlier than one-half hour 
before sunrise or extend later than sunset. 
During September teal seasons, however, shooting hours are sunrise to sunset. 
The framework provides for direct bag limits on various species and specific rules or 
limits apply to many local areas; states may, alternatively, adopt limits using point 
systems or select certain special seasons where offered by the Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice. 
Thus, the specific hunting rules must be established by each state within the options 
permitted by the federal framework. 
Here are some highlights of the hunting framework regulations for the upcoming 
season: 
Atlantic Flyway — Between Oct. 1, 1975, and Jan. 20, 1976, states may hold 45-day 
open seasons on ducks, coots and mergansers with a choice of basic bag limits: 4 ducks 
daily and 8 in possession, including no more than 2 black ducks daily and 4 in 
possession; or, 5 ducks daily and 10 in possession, including no more than one black 
duck daily and 2 in possession. 
Under either option, the season may be increased to 50 days provided it opens on a 
Wednesday at noon. 
Mississippi Flyway — Between Oct. 1 and Jan. 20, states may hold a 45-day open 
season on ducks, coots and merganser.

United States is beginning to 
recover from the recession, but 
itl be stuck for years with a 
combination of high unemploy­ 
ment and inflation, the Con­ 
gressional Budget Office said 
today. 
The office, key element in 
Congress’ new budget control 
machinery, sent the lawmakers 
a detailed report on the status 
of recovery, projections for the 
future and the outline of two 
possible strategies, one aimed 
mainly at producing more jobs, 
the other at reducing inflation. 
It recom m ended neither, but 
outlined 
the 
expected 
con­ 
sequences in each case. 
The 
congressional 
report 
came one day after the Federal 
Reserve Board said the nation’s 
industrial output shot upward 
by 1.3 per cent in August, in­ 
dicating that economic recov­ 
ery might be taking place fas­ 
ter 
than 
economists 
had 
thought. 
It was the best one-month 
showing in nearly three years. 
“ It looks very solid. It looks 
like we’re headed up,’’ said 
Jam es L. Pate, the Commerce 
D epartm ent’s chief economist. 
He said the industrial produc­ 
tion report was consistent with 
other economic statistics re­ 
ported recently but that the 
production figures showed a 
firm ness to the recovery that 
was not so readily apparent in 
earlier indicators. 
The congressional report in­ 
dicated that the immediate out­ 
look is for more Americans get­ 
ting jobs, but that all will be 
paying higher prices. 
Confirming what most house­ 
hold budgeters already know. 


the budget office said prices, 
especially of food and fuel, 
leaped at m idyear after an en­ 
couraging slowdown in the first 
part of 1975. 
From the fluctuations of the 
unemployment rate, the con­ 
gressional office concluded that 
“there are numerous signs that 
a labor m arket upturn is under 
way, (but) the upturn is from 
an extremely low level so that

Specifically, the budget office 
said prices are likely to be in­ 
creasing at an annual rate of 6 
to 8 per cent during the latter 
half of this year.

In addition, the report called 
for verified financial reports on 
a regular basis from all utili­ 
ties in the state to replace the 
voluntarily supplied inform a­ 
tion only some provide now and 
a beefed up surveillance pro­ 
gram for monitoring the quality 
of utility service. 
“We fell that changes as in­ 
dicated by our recom m enda­ 
tions are necessary and can be 
accomplished only through joint 
adm inistrative, legislative and 
budgetary effort,” 
the state 
auditor said. 
Lehr, who based m uch of his 
1974 cam paign for state auditor 
on a need for a thorough audit 
of the PSC, said in a telephone 
interview that he felt m ost of 
the “ fears and criticism ” that 
have been voiced about the 
commission “ have been justi­ 
fied.” 
But he acknowledged that “ it 
becomes apparent why some of 
these problems have existed 
from this report,” which cited 
the need for m ore auditing and 
improved 
surviellance 
pro­ 
grams. 
The financial audit covered a 
three-year period through June 
1974. But the m anagem ent rec­ 
ommendations 
covered 
in­ 
cidents since then including an 
apparent conflict of interest for 


the consultant hired to give tes­

counsel, who is to represent the 
general public before the PSC, 
Lehr said, 
“An independent 
staff which incorporates the 
public counsel’s function, re­ 
ports to an appointed staff di­ 
rector and acts as the utilities’ 
adversary in proceedings is the 
most advantageous long-term 
realignm ent of the state’s regu­ 
latory m achinery.” 
Specific details of the realign­ 
m ent would be up to the legis­ 
lature, but Lehr emphasized 
that the public counsel and his 
staff must “ be independent of 
the com mission.” 
“The shift would leave the 
PSC as an adm inistrative hear­ 
ing board with a sm all support 
staff of its hearing exam iners, 
reporters, 
counsel, 
secretary 
and technical advisors,” the re­ 
port said. 
The commission, while saying 
it welcomes legislative review 
of its function, claimed its staff 
is independent and “does a tre­ 
mendous job of representing 
the public interest.” 
While the auditor said there 
was no attem pt to review the 
sufficiency of Missouri law con­ 
cerning operations and regu­ 
latory responsibility or to re ­ 
view the operations of the com ­ 
mission’s Transportation Divi­ 
sion, 
recom m endations

The report said there was no 
use of available files to dis­ 
cover sm all w ater and sew er 
com panies operating illegally 
as utilities.

Budget office reports 
Economy begins 
slow recovery 


1 WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States is beginning to 
recover from the recession, but 
itl be stuck for years with a 
combination of high unemploy­ 
ment and inflation, the Con­ 
gressional Budget Office said 
today. 
The office, key element in 
Congress’ new budget control 
m achinery, sent the lawmakers 
a detailed report on the status 
of recovery, projections for the 
future and the outline of two 
possible strategies, one aimed 
mainly at producing more jobs, 
the other at reducing inflation. 
It recommended neither, but 
outlined 
the 
expected 
con­ 
sequences in each case. 
The 
congressional 
report 
came one day after the Federal 
Reserve Board said the nation’s 
industrial output shot upward 
by 1.3 per cent in August, in­ 
dicating that economic recov­ 
ery might be taking place fas­ 
ter 
than 
economists 
had 
thought. 
It was the best one-month 
showing in nearly three years. 
“ It looks very solid. It looks 
like we’re headed up,” said 
Jam es L. Pate, the Commerce 
D epartm ent’s chief economist. 
He said the industrial produc­ 
tion report was consistent with 
other economic statistics re­ 
ported recently but that the 
production figures showed a 
firm ness to the recovery that 
was not so readily apparent in 
earlier indicators. 
The congressional report in­ 
dicated that the im mediate out­ 
look is for more Americans get­ 
ting jobs, but that all will be 
paying higher prices. 
Confirming what most house­ 
hold budgeters already know. 


the budget office said prices, 
especially of food and fuel, 
leaped at midyear after an en­ 
couraging slowdown in the first 
part of 1975. 
From the fluctuations of the 
unemployment rate, the con­ 
gressional office concluded that 
“ there are numerous signs that 
a labor m arket upturn is under 
way, (but) the upturn is from 
an extrem ely low level so that 
the unemployment problem re­ 
mains severe with nothing re­ 
sembling 
full 
recovery 
in 
sight.” 
Specifically, the budget office 
said prices are likely to be in­ 
creasing at an annual rate of 6 
to 8 per cent during the latter 
half of this year. This would be 
above the rate for the first half, 
but below the levels of the two 
previous years and well below 
the 12 per cent annual inflation 
rate that prevailed in June and 
July, 1975. 
Food and fuel prices were the 
main causes for the m idyear 
surge, the budget office said, 
and there are signs of more 
trouble ahead, although food 
prices may decline temporarily 
at the superm arket. 


Industrial production repre­ 
sents the output by volume of 
the nation’s factories, mines 
and utilities. The growth of the 
service sector of the economy 
has diminished the statistic’s 
significance in recent years, 
but the industries it covers still 
employ almost one-third of the 
U.S. labor force.

Lehr feels PSC 
criticism justified 


JEFFERSON

(AP) — State Auditor George 
Lehr has recommended that 
the 
Missouri 
Public Service 
Commission be stripped of its 
technical 
staff, 
transferring 
that personnel to the fledging 
public counsel’s office. 
The 
recommendation 
was 
among some four dozen, many 
calling for technical changes in 
current PSC procedures, con­ 
tained in Lehr’s complex 57- 
page audit of the commission. 
In addition, the report called 
for verified financial reports on 
a regular basis from all utili­ 
ties in the state to replace the 
voluntarily supplied inform a­ 
tion only some provide now and 
a beefed up surveillance pro­ 
gram for monitoring the quality 
of utility service. 
“ We fell that changes as in­ 
dicated by our recom m enda­ 
tions are necessary and can be 
accomplished only through joint 
adm inistrative, legislative and 
budgetary effort,” 
the state 
auditor said. 
Lehr, who based much of his 
1974 cam paign for state auditor 
on a need for a thorough audit 
of the PSC, said in a telephone 
interview that he felt most of 
the “ fears and criticism ” that 
have been voiced about the 
commission “ have been justi­ 
fied.” 
But he acknowledged that “ it 
becomes apparent why some of 
these problems have existed 
from this report,” which cited 
the need for more auditing and 
improved 
surviellance 
pro­ 
grams. 
The financial audit covered a 
three-year period through June 
1974. But the m anagem ent rec­ 
ommendations 
covered 
in­ 
cidents since then including an 
apparent conflict of interest for 


the consultant hired to give tes­ 
timony on the proposed nuclear 
power plant last fall and pay­ 
ment of salary to two outgoing 
commissioners 
without 
the 
proper 
records 
showing 
the 
money was 
owed. 
Both 
in­ 
cidents had been reported pre­ 
viously. 
Referring 
to 
the 
current 
struggle in the state legislature 
for more funding for the public 
counsel, who is to represent the 
general public before the PSC, 
Lehr said, 
“An independent 
staff which incorporates the 
public counsel’s function, re­ 
ports to an appointed staff di­ 
rector and acts as the utilities’ 
adversary in proceedings is the 
most advantageous long-term 
realignment of the state’s regu­ 
latory m achinery.” 
Specific details of the realign­ 
ment would be up to the legis­ 
lature, but Lehr emphasized 
that the public counsel and his 
staff must “ be independent of 
the commission.” 
“The shift would leave the 
PSC as an adm inistrative hear­ 
ing board with a small support 
staff of its hearing exam iners, 
reporters, 
counsel, 
secretary 
and technical advisors,” the re­ 
port said. 
The commission, while saying 
it welcomes legislative review 
of its function, claimed its staff 
is independent and “does a tre­ 
mendous job of representing 
the public interest.” 
While the auditor said there 
was no attem pt to review the 
sufficiency of Missouri law con­ 
cerning operations and regu­ 
latory responsibility or to re ­ 
view the operations of the com ­ 
mission’s Transportation Divi­ 
sion, 
recommendations 
in­ 
volving both areas were also 
made. 


The report said there was no 
use of available files to dis­ 
cover sm all w ater and sewer 
companies operating illegally 
as utilities. It said at least sev­ 
eral were probably operating il­ 
legally and recommended De­ 
partm ent of Natural Resources 
and Clean W ater Commission 
files be used to detect the 
firms. 
. The commission claimed it 
was already doing that and 
would attem pt to fully coordi­ 
nate the activity. 
Many 
sm all 
utilities 
have 
also failed to comply with some 
of the PSC regulations, the re­ 
port noted, recommending a 
plan in which the commission 
staff would assist such com­ 
panies that have no expert per­ 
sonnel in such areas in rate 
and certification proceedings. 
Also noted in comments on 
operations involving small utili­ 
ties was that more than half of 
the 129 regulated utilities in the 
state have not filed for in­ 
creased rates for seven years 
despite rising costs and in­ 
flation. 
“One can assume that these 
companies are in dire financial 
straits or that they have been 
receiving an excessive rate of 
return for a considerable period 
of tim e,” the report said. It 
called for frequent reports from 
larger utilities and audits of 
smaller ones to insure they are 
financially 
sound while still 
charging reasonable rates. 
The report pointed out that 
regulation of the trucking in­ 
dustry, handled by the Trans­ 
portation Division, has become 
secondary in recent years due 
to the “ top priority” given utili­ 
ty cases. 
It 
suggested 
that 
because 
only three auditors keep track 


of the financial status of the 
10,000 truck companies, “The 
present system represents de 
facto price fixing by the in­ 
dustry. The absence of field au­ 
dits makes it virtually impos­ 
sible to challenge industry rate 
increase requests.”
